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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants' arguments do not identify where 
support for the upper endpoint, 586.8, for the "antiozonant" is in the supporting disclosure. This is the only enpoint for which support is not 
seen, and it is not seen that the molecular weight value for an "antioxidant" from the examples can be acceptably used to establish 
support for the endpoint for a range of molecular weight for the "antiozonant" component. The evidence of applicants' reply fails to 
overcome the rejections over the art of record. Applicants do not demonstrate the claims of record to, in fact, distinguish over the art of 
record in a patentable sense. Applicants' arguments and affidavit evidence of record does not establish new or unexpected results 
attributable to the compositions claimed that are commensurate in scope with the scope of the claims. Further, the only product-by- 
process limitation evident from applicants' claims beyond producing the product from the defined material components is "at least on 
polyol having a synthesizing antioxidant". This only requires that the polyol "have" a synthesizing antioxidant at some point during 
preparation and does not distinguish the claims from the teachings of the prior art. Reduced emissions of VOC's as defined by claims 1 
and 6-8 does not distinguish the claims in the patentable sense from the prior art since the recited "reduction" is not based on any 
standard to give this recitation relevance. In regards to claim 2, expected results/effects must be weighed againts unexpected effects in 
determining obviousness, and applicants have not sufficiently demonstrated difference attributed to the emission values of claim 2 and/or 
associated these effects with the compositions claimed to a degree necessary to overcome the instant rejections over Katoh et al. & 
Clauss. 
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
